for an Injunction prohibiting m ar­ 
ket on South Stratton street if he 
lost a tenant. 
Mr. Rex was quoted by President 
Rupp as saying a num ber of the 
tenants in his apartm ent building 
were til and had Unformed him th a t 
lf noise from the m arket kept them 
awake they would move. 
Ordinance Established Market 
One little legal technicality which 
council overlooked in voting for a 
change in the m arket place had

Pa., Nov. 13.—Judges in the 
York criminal court revealed Mon­ 
day the terms of a new deal for 
liquor dispensers.
